THE VALUE OF 
FORAGE CROPS 


This is the first ot a series of notes 
on forage crops, The importance of 
these crops in most districts of the 
province is becoming more apparent 
as farmers seek methods of sub- 
stituting other crops tor wheat.

HULLESS OATS 


There is a growing interest in 
Hulless Oats as feed for young 
pigs. The rapid expansion of the 
swine industry and the adoption 
of improved methods of feeding 
and management have been re- 
sponsible for focussed attention 
upon the use of this grain as feed. 
Hulless Oats being devoid of hulls, 
make excellent feed for young pigs 
and reduces the digestive disorders 
which result from feeding oats 
which contain hulls. 

There are two varieties of hul- 
less oats commonly grown, Laurel 
and Liberty. Laurel enjovs the 
greatest popularity as it is gener- 
ally considered to be the hulless 
varieties. It is unfortunate that 
the supplies of Ceitified seed are 
very scarce, but Commercial seed 
is available in limited quantities. 
Many farmers have refrained from 
growing hulless oats due to its low 
yield. It should be remembered, 
however, that the hulled varieties 
contain 33 percent hull and when 
this fact is taken into considera- 
tion there is not the marked differ- 
ence in yield that is usually be- 
lieved, Yields of from 40 to 50
